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In Insurance 
Rate Is Made 

Underwriters Authoriz i n r 
L ocal Agents To Write

^^fiicial announcement* yt' Ian 
immediate reduction of fire in¬ 
surance rates in Sierra Madre 
amounting to 10 cents on each 
|100 was made this morning by 
local ajgents of the leading insur¬ 
ance companies. 

The rate is reduced from 80 to 
70 cents per hundred on build¬ 
ings coveied with tile or other 
fire-resisting roots in policies 
covering a three-year period, 
which is the life of a very great^ 
majority of the policies issued 

On shingle roofed houses 
rate is reduced from 90 to 80 
cents per hundred in policies 
coveriing a period of three years. 

The rate for policies covering 
only one year is reduced from 40 
to 35 cents per hundred for 
buildings with tile or fire resist¬ 
ing roofs and from 45 to 40 cents 
on buildings with shingle roofs. 

There is a provision that these 
rates shall apply to buildings lo¬ 
cated within 500 feet ot fire 
plugs, but since the recent exten¬ 
sion in every direction of the 
water distribution lines and the 
installation of many new fire 
plugs, practically every building 
in the city, Including Canyon 
Park, is within 500 feet of a fire 
connection. 

This substantial reduction in 
the local rates was authorized by 
the board of fire underwriters 
following an extensive survey 
made by representatives of that 
body. It is based on the efficiency 
and interest of the volunteer fire 
department, the adequacy of fire 
equipment and the program of ex¬ 
tension and improvement of the 
water qystem which brought the 
water pressure in the main.s to 
175 pounds and re.sulted in re¬ 
newal of the mains to stand this 
pressure. This program under¬ 
taken by the Council more than 
a year ago had definitely in mind 
the result that has just been ob¬ 
tained, in addition to affording 
the people a greater sense of se¬ 
curity. 

Sierra Madre now enjoys the 
same rates that prevail in Pasa¬ 
dena *and other much larger 
Southern California cities that 
have paid fire departments and 
has the distinction of being about 
the only city of the sixth class 
in this position. 

Notice of the new schedule con¬ 
tained the information that no 
policies may be cancelled and new 
ones written to take advantage 
of the reduction authorized.

Southland 
Areas Will 
Be Preserved 

Nearby Mountain Tracts Or¬ 
dered Kept Forever Free 
Of Improvements 

California conservationists and 
lovers of the outdoors all over the 
United States are hailing with 
joy a U. S. Forest Service ordei 
just made removing possibility of 
comercialism from 16 tracts com¬ 
prising nearly two million acres 
of virgin wilderness in this State. 

Three of the areas. Including 
mountain peaks of unspoiled bea- 
ty, are within easy motoring dis¬ 
tance of Sierra Madre. 

The nearby Cucamonga tract of 
5000 acres in San Bernardino Na¬ 
tional Forest, a picturesque wilder¬ 
ness section, has been declared 
free forever from .summer resorts, 
auto camps and gas stations. 

Snow-clad San Gorgonio peak, 
highest mountain in Southern 
California, with 20,000 surround¬ 
ing acres, will never be marred by 
ugly hot dog stands. 

A third wonderful scenic tract 
in San Bernardino Forest, Mount 
San Jacinto, which rises above 
the desert near Palm Springs and 
23,291 adjacent acres, will remain 
as beautiful as when the first 
white settlers came to California. 

In atty 1,744,412 acres in 15 na¬ 
tional forests of the Califomia re¬ 
gion have been preserved for the 
camper who desires a hike or va¬ 
cation in the real wilderness. Ex¬ 
cept for trains and such roads as 
are necessary for fire protection 
and forest administration, no per¬ 
manent improvements of a re¬ 
creational nature will be permit¬ 
ted, according to a bulletin just 
is.sued by Regional Forester S. B. 
Show of San Francisco. 

Angeles National Forest behind 
Sierra Madre and Pasadena will 
share In an appropriation of $3,- 
249,093 for road contructlon in 
the California forest region dur¬ 
ing the fiscal year starting June 
30. The section will receive an 
appropriation of $53,000 during 
1931-32. 

The Forest Service annoimces 
a definite policy of conserving 
aesthetic values along mountain 
roads. Recreational and scenic 
aspects will be considered as seri¬ 
ously in the future is engineer¬ 
ing economies have been in the 
past.

The Zinnia, since our grand¬ 
mothers knew R, has undergone 
a remarkable change that has 
made it one of the most popular | 
modern garden flowers. By seed 
breeding and plant selection, the i 
Zinnia has been Increased in size , 
and changed in form. There is 
now such a variety of forms that 
give the Zinnia a character which 
it lacked heretofore. 

There are the "Giants" wRh the 
high centers and the overlapping 
petals like the shingles on a 
roof. 

The Dahlia-flowei-ed form, with 
its cupped petals, resembling a 
decorative dahlia. 

Both of these may be used for 
backgrounds for they grow to a 
good height, producing long-stem¬ 
med flowers that are moirt desir¬ 
able for cut purposes. 

Then the Elegans, especially 
desirable for bedding and massing 
effect in the garden—the flowers 
being of medium size with long 
slender stems, and the latest ad¬ 
dition to the zinnia family, the 
lilllput or pompon variety. These 
are of compact form, u.sually 


growing to a height of two feet. 
These Come in a gorgeous array 
of color and are very charming 
for vase or bowl decoration. These 
as well as the other Zinnias 
rliould be cut with long stems 
back to the leaf pair nearest the 
main stalk. This will not only 
provide longstemmed flowers, but 
it will prolong the blooming sea¬ 
son of the plant, and the suc¬ 
cessive flowers will be of long 
stems and good quality. 

Zinnias grow prolifically here. 
Give the plants plenty of room 
to branch and they will reward 
you with grateful bloom. 

They are so easily grown that 
the seed may be sown in the open 
' ground where W will germinate 
i readily, if planted in moist freshly 
turned .soil, and without surface 
sprinkling. However, they may 
j also be transplanted if one pre- 
^ fers. While the zinnia has been 
improved greatly in the past few 
years there have been improve¬ 
ments in many other gaRlen 
flowers, such as the Calendula, 
, Galllardia and African Marigold, 
! which are excellent companion 
plants for the zinnia.

In 1915, the present Flo d Con¬ 
trol Act was passed. The pur¬ 
poses of this act, as given in its 
preamble, are as follows: 

“To provide for the control 
and conservation of flood and 
storm waters, and for the pro¬ 
tection of harbors, waterways, 
public highways and property 
in said district from damage 
from such waters, and for the 
construction of works and the 
acquisition of property there¬ 
for; to authorize the incurring 
of indebtedness, and tlie vot¬ 
ing, issuing, and selling of 
bonds, and the levying and 
collecting of taxes by said dis¬ 
trict; to provide for the gov¬ 
ernment and control of said 
district, and to define the pow¬ 
ers and duties of the officers 
thereof.’’ 

One of the most serious situa¬ 
tions created by these recurrent 
floods was the silting of Los An¬ 
geles Harbor. The records of the 
United States Klngineering office 
sliow that the Los Angeles Harbor 
at San Pedro has been damaged by 
silt at least five times—1862, 1884, 
1889-90, I'Jil and 1914. In 1916, 
Congress made available $1,080,000, 
l.roviding f .r a sti aighlened chan¬ 
nel for the Los Angeles River, de¬ 
signed to carry the flood waters 
into the ocean east of San Pedro 
Harbor. This channel consists of 
a waterway 4.5 miles long, 672

Tliat tills menace is at least par 
tiallv removed is due to the work 
done by various agencies, particu¬ 
larly the I.os Angeles County 
Flood Control District. This work 
is not yet completed, however. In 
fact, a recent statement made by

If a flood 
of the same proportion.s were to 
occur today, and hud no flood cm-j 
trol work been done in the iiiean- 
tiine, the loss would have been ten 
tunes as great. I 

In other words, the work done by 
the Los Angeles County Flo. d Con¬ 
trol District has added millions of 
dollars to the taxable pio))erty of 
the County. A very con: idei able 
amount of lliis propeily lies with¬ 
in the City of Los Angeles, and 
almost all of it in areas of high 
assessed valuation. 

The historic flood of 1914, in 
spite of the damage done, was not 
the greatest and by no means the 
only flood of major proportions 
that has occurred in thi.- area. It 
is conceded that in the past, floods 
70 per cent greater in volume have 
occurred before records weie kept. 
We do know, however, that in only 
ten years out of the fifty lia.s this
